I AM MACHIAVBLLIo Many havti called th« master of r*ll that is d-**p, dark, 
and treacherous in statesmanship., In part this is tru% and yet the truth is 
b-tt-r said, that X know th« principles of pow*r, of thr? ways of accession to a 
throng and th" maintenance thT«ar, wh~th«r th«6" ways b* honorable or 
villainous, and th« thrones b« of monarchies or republics, n«w or of imm«ns~ 
antiquity • 

To thos- who ar« r^puls^d by my recognition of villainy as a usable fore* in 
politics* I will merely stat« that I t«ll what is, not what should be 0 A man 
who wishes to mak«-> a profession of goodness in -v^ry thing must necessarily com« 
to gri*f among so many who ar« not good * Th*>r«f or« , it is n«c«ssary to l«am 
how not to h« good, and to' us« this knowl°dg« and not us« it, according to th» 
n^c^ssity of the cas«« 

This can be observed to be tru° in examining th- gam« Diplomacy , the prime 
subject of this periodical, where oft "it an opportunity appears where a player 
has placed himself in th« power of a$t ally* In such cas»a the prudent ally 
unhesitatingly br*aks the alliance and s^nds His forces into th« other's 
territory,, If a prine* k«pt all of his prords^s, h« would ultimately 
ovTcom« by thos* who have had little regard for good faith, and hav* b««n abl^ 
by astuteness to confuse m«n's brains o y*»t the prince who n*»v«r abides by 
agreements is powerless, for all others soon l»arn not to put faith in him, and 
lacking allies h« is quickly overthrown* 

Th«r« ar* two methods of fighting, th* on« by law, the other by fore* % th« • 
first method is that of m«n, th« second of blasts; but as th« first method is 
oft*n insufficient, on« must hav* r-cours- to th* second u A princ« being thus • 
obliged to know w*ll how to act as a b<*aat must imitate th« lion and th* fox, 
for th-* lion cannot protect himself from traps, and th* fox cannot protect 
himself from wolves* On** must th«r«for« b« a fox to recognise traps, and a- 
lion to frighten wolves*. Ther«for»„ a prudent ruler ought not to k«»p faith 
when by doing so it would b* against his interest. If men w«r« all good, this 
pr«c^pt would not b» a good on«; but as th«y ar» not, and would not observe 
th"ir faith with you, so you are not bound to k«*p faith with th*m. Nor hav*. 
l*gitimat« grounds »v«r fail»d a princ« who wished to show colourable «xcus« 
for th^ no n- fulfillment of his promise It is n»c«ssary to b* abl« to disguise 
this character to* 11, and to be a gr«at f-ign«r and dissembler; and m^n ar« so 
simpl° and so r^ady to ob«y present n*C"3sit5.«s, that one who d<*c«iv*s will 
always find those who allow themselves to b« d^c^iv^d

In a fascist country, th« landed, gentry has succeeded in. retaining more power 
than in a bourgeois or communist nation* The industrial elite is gaining, how- 
ever, and will surpass the aristocrats if left to their own devices 0 The aristo- 
cracy realizes this, and understands also that the bourgeoisie would like to shar 
government power now. So, It essentially makes a deal with th«m a Th*> government, 
usually und^r a strong man, takes some power from the gentry and gives it to the 
bourgeQsie, It th«n freezes the pow«r structure in that position 0 Th« aristo- 
cracy is satisfied that the government will guarantee its continued influence, 
and the bourgeoisie is happy to get pow«r it normally would have had to wait for<> 
The main drawback is that th* middle class industry is unable to expand, sinc« 
doing so would require taking resources from the gentry, and the government is 
dedicated to maintaining the status quo. Thus, fascist countries must find an 
acceptable outlet for their production ( a »g<> military ventures) or stagnate, as 
Spain and Argentina have. 

Eventually, the political systems that operate during industrialization must 
change 9 in the case Q f the bourgeois democracies that evolved during the Indus- 
trial Revolution, the growing unions and expanded franchise brought economic and 
political power to the workers They have us°d this power to evolve the present 
Western form of government- the mass democracy, and its corresponding economic 
system, the welfare state (supported by a mix tt 4 »oww^\.6f private and government 
businesses, and government regulation)* In tKe case of communist countries, the 
lack of sepej-at" government and industry has prevented visible change 0 Thus, th« 
present USSR is less repressive now than under Stalin, but it still permits only 
a few of the freedoms wo enjoy in the West* In fascist nations, since the gov- 
ernment is dedicated to the status quo* it must be replaced for change to occur* 
Thus, no fascist country has survived as such for more than two generations,, 

In, .conclusion, I think that three observations can be mad* about the Industrial 
Revolutions 1) Western Europe was the first part of the world that had the neces- 
sary materials, labour force, climat«, economy, and political systems for an in- 
dustrial society to evolve; 2) the political system which governed the industrial- 
ization period reflected the economic power structure, and was not overly con- 
cerned with human rights; 3 ) without the products of industrialization, it would 
not be possible for our society to exist « Since society is always changing {eith* 
progressing or stagnating), and we are a product of its values, it is not possi- 
ble for us to evaluate whether the Industrial Revolution was "good" or "bad". 
Rather, like the killing of the prey by the preditor, it was a necessary step j. n 
th« development of our society.
